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REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 



Double Patenting 



The claims are provisionally rejected based on the judicially created double 
patenting doctrine over Serial Numbers 1 1/778,800 and 1 1/747,490. Applicants 
respectfully traverse the rejection. 

The rejection is based upon the allegation that the claimed compounds are 
positional isomers of those claimed in the '800 and '490 applications. Applicants 
respectfully point out that isomers in these particular positions of prostaglandin 
compounds are known to have substantially different biological properties. 



For example, the two prostaglandin positional isomers, prostaglandin E2 and 
prostaglandin D2, have dramatically different activities. 1 The compounds claimed in the 
present application similarly differ from the '800 and '490 applications in the position of 
the carbonyl group. Thus, they would be expected to have different activity and are not 
obvious over one another. 

In light of the amendments and arguments made herein, Applicants respectfully 
request that the claims be allowed.
